To Be Spent On N. and S» 
Division of 1. C. Road. 



The most exten.«rive and expensive 
piece of railroad work done in Mid* 
die Tennessee and Kentucky rinee 
the completion of the Tennessee Cen- 
tral railroad has l>een begun l>,v the 
Illinois Central railroad on the Nash- 
ville division, sajrs the American. 
The entire divi-sion is to he rebuilt 
from Nashville to Evansville, and 
will be laid with 85-poQnd steel rails* 

During the past few day.-? the com- 
pany has put several hundred men 
to work on the line between Nash- 
ville and Hopkinsville, and Tuesday 
aftomoon had 523 men at work on 
the track between these points. 
These men are working on the track 
exclusively, and a nunih« r (f r 
gan);s are at work on stations and. 
other buildings of the company. 

The company will add another 
gang of about K>0 men who will be- 
gin at the Cumberland river bridge,, 
and ballast the track with rode from' 
there to meet the gang working 
south from Hopkinsville. This par- 
ticular contract calls for about 23,000 
cubic yards of crushed rock ballast 
which, including material to be 
gathered along ti>e line, will baUaat- 
about twenty-five miles. IWa wia tk 
trains and scores of men are now 
employed along the Kne broadeninir 
the roadbed and cutting ont tbe 
cuts to stiaodard fange. Many of 
of the bridges mi)) be rebuilt, and 
altogether the wnfk 4o be done on 
the division wttkinn' year will coat 
in the neighboriwM^^f |l»%«0.OeO.
